To Oust The Coal Companies 
of Ohio. 



Governor Nash and Attorney Gener- 
al Sheets' Make the Attack. 

GoTemor Nash and Attorney 
General Sheets have attacked the 
coal trust in the Supreme Court. 
Suits were filed to oust from their 
charters the followluf? Ohie coal 
mine operating companies, being 
the ones that control the coal in 
Ohio: 

Sunday Creek Coal Company, 
which handles Morgan's syndicate 
coal,. controlling practically all thi 
Hocking Valley. 

The New Pittsburg Coal Com 
pany. 

The Columbus A Hocking Coal 
& Iron Company. 

The Salisbury Coal Company. 

The Congo Coal A Mining Com- 
pany. 

The Middle States Coal Com- 
pany and the General Hocking Fuel 
Company. 

Some vigorous action by Gover- 
nor Nash to break up the present 
squeezing of the public by the coal 
operators and dealers whs exclu 
eively anticipated in these des- 
patches prior to filing suit. 

At first the Governor and Attor- 

roads were to blame. Their inves- 
tigations, which Iwere concluded 
with the conference with Supt. Pe- 
ters, of the Pennsylvania, convin- 
ced them that the railroads were 
blameless and that the companies 
alt responsible. 

If the railroads are behind thi 
coal operators financially, aa ii 
popularly suspected, f.thev will be 
hit juat as hard by the suits 
against the coal companies 
though they|were against the rail- 
roads direct. 

The suits are brought under the 
Ohio antitrust law, commonly 
known as the Valentine-Stewart act. 
It is charged that all the compa- 
nies named are in a conspiracy or 
combination in restraint of trade, 
and for the purpose of extoring un- 
reasonable prices from coal con- 
sumers. The|Governor and Attor. 
ney General are ^determined, they 
aay. to press [the prosecutions to a 
finish. 

Their plans [were facilitated by 
the members of the Supreme Court 
allowing the suits to be brought 
direct in that court, instead of fol 
lowing the^oustom'in such cases of 
starting in the Cireuit Court. 

One of the strong pieces of evi- 
dence that willjbe used against the 
coal operators is the fact that they 
ouiy charge Columbus dealers $1.75 
per ton, while dealers in othei cities 
are chvged^$3 per ton. This is 
being,aone to^allay^feeling at the 
State Capital,>here all the State 
officials charged with enforcing the 
laws live. 



SOME FACTS 



About Marconi's Discovery of 
Wireless Telegraphy. 

This Is One of the Greatest Achieve- 
ments. 

Without the aid of cable, tele- 
aphic messages have been sent 
across the Atlantic. The announce- 
ment, was made bySignor Marconi, 
that he had sent to King Edward, 
of England, and King Victor Era 
manuel, of Italy, messages of con- 
gratulation, and had received ans 
were. 

The messages were sent from 
ible Htad, Cape Breton, to Pold- 
hu, Cornwall, the most westerly 
point of England. At the former 
place, Signor Marconi occupies a 
station built expressly for his use 
i cost of $200,000. It consists 
of four wooden pillars 225 feet high, 
hich have been erected on the 
bluff, itself seventy-five feet above 
the level of the sea. The pillars 
stand at the corners of a square in 
centre of which is the operat-

ich hang a large number of cop- 
' wires, the ends of which enter 
i operating-room. In this room 
i transmitter of tremendous pow 
and a receiver of exr-pprt'ngly 
delicate capacity. There is no other 
instrument or any apparent con- 
nection between the operator and 
the person he is talking to eighteen 
hundred miles away. 

The beginning of the experi 
mente, which have now had so 
triumphant an outcome, was made 
in 1895, on a farm near Bologna, 
Italy. William Marconi, then a 
youth barely twenty years of age, 
set up two poles eighty inchee high 
and 100 feet apart. On the top of 
each pole he placed a tin box, from 
which a wire ran to an ordinary tel- 
egraph instrument at the foot of 
the pole. There was no wire from 
one pole to the other, but signals 
made at -one pole were received at 
the other. This was the key to the 
great discovery. It was obvious 
that the electric current could tra- 
vel, at least for a short distance, 
without the wire we had deemed es- 
sential for its journey. The next 
step was to discover the conditions 
by which that distance could be in- 
creased. Marconi doubled tin 
length of his poles and placed them 
farther apart. They were shifted 
as far as the signals were received, 
until he found that 340 feet was the 
distance that they would travel 
from poles thirteen feet four inches 
high. The principle was thus es- 
tablished, that, under ordinary con- 
ditions, the higher the pole the 
longer the distance electricity 
would travel without a wire for its 
conveyance. 

With this discovery, Signor Mar- 
coni went to England to secure aid 
in its development. Experiments 
were made with balloons and kites, 
which, while not producing practi- 
cal results, proved the soundness of 



they, yet the signals were as dis- 
tinct as if nothing interposed. 

The work of experimenting went 
on and new discoveiies were made. 
Various improvements in the in- 
struments rendered it possible to 
increase the distance without {fr- 
ftffftU in the height wf the masts. 
Copper reflector! were found to be 
important aids in directing the 
course of the current for short dis- 
tances, and finally the operation 
known as "tuning" was discovered, 
which is an important part of the 
Marconi system. This consists in 
adjusting the power of the receiver 
to that of the transmitter, which 
may bedqne to an unlimited extent 
as is done with the Yale lock and 
key. To such an extent has this 
system been perfected that, though 
when a current is started it may 
spread in circles to every point of 
the compass, no receiver is adject- 
ed but the one attuned to the key 
of the transmitter. However num- 
erous may be the receivers scattered

pendent on the height of the trans- 
mitting and receiving stations. 
They also showed that the distance 
in the higher altitudes was much 
greater in proportion than in the 
lower. The distance increased not 
according to the increase of the 
heightof the pole, but according to 
the square of the height of the pole. 
Thus, doubling the height of the 
pole, increased the distance f< 
times, and trebling its height in- 
creased the distance nine times. It 
was also found that hills or build- 
ings intervening, proved no obsta- 
cles to the current. In one exper- 
iment there was a hill between the 
two masts 314 feet higher than 
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with the Marconi apr 
upon other vessels for help though 
none were visible. The approach 
of ships may also be announced 
long befere they can be seen. This 
has bren practically proved by the 
enterprise of the New York Herald, 
which has equipped a vessel sta- 
tioned off Nantucket with the Mar- 
coni apparatus. It receives reports 
from incoming vessels and sends 
them by wire to New York,

Ibi colored man 
nominated for Collector of the Port 
at Charleston, and to reopen the 
postofllce atlndianola, Mississippi, 
with a Postmaster acceptable to the 
citizens thereabout. It argues that 
he can no more enforce political 
equality of the races in the matter 
of oflh-eholding than he can enforce 
ocial equality. The Herald says : 
"It matters not what the person- 
tl objections may be; if it is shar 
ed by the community and the ap- 
pointment is obnoxious to the citi- 
zens, that is enough to render it 
unfit and impolitic, especially in 
view of the fact that there are 
plenty of men as well qualified and 
personally unobjectionable. Would 
President Roosevelt think of fore 
ing upon New York, Boston, Phil- 
adelphia or San Francisco a Col- 
lector or Postmaster against the 
unanimous protest of business men 
and citizen!? Why is not a lead- 
ing Southern city entitled to equal 
consideration ? He recalled Consul 
Bragg from Havana because he was 
not acceptable to the Cuban people. 
Why not recall the nominations of 
Cruni from the Senate because 
s nbnoxidua to tile citizens of 
Charleston? It is an issue of more 
than local concern, and of far- 
reaching importance and conse- 
quence. The Charleston appoint- 
ment and the Indianola affair have 
stirred Southern feeling as it has 
not been stirred for years. Both 
were unwise and uncalled for steps 
in a policy which can only 
serious mischief and cannot be 
abandoned too soon for tiie good of 
the negro as well as the white peo- 
ple of the South and the entire na- 
tion. It is to be hoped that the 
President will retrace his steps be- 
fore a bitter sectional discussion is 
provoked in the Senate." 

The recognition of the colored 
man in the South by the President 
is a mere political move. The 
white Republicans in the Southern 
States ore no better pleased with 
the appointment of colored men and 
women to oltice than the Demo- 
crats are. The plea that colored 
people in the South have been offi- 
cially taken notice of as a matter 
of eternal justice will not be p 
larly regarded as sincere, especially 
while Northern colored men 
overlooked. The coddling 
Booker Washington, the appei 
ment ol Crum, and the false story 
of outrage at the Indianola post 
office, will all be accepted as means 
of getting delegates from the South 
at the national convention. Tc 
use an expressive popular phraBe, 
the Southern outrage business is 
"played out" The Herald 
right. The President has made a 
mistake. Anybody in bo high a 
position as that of President of the 
United States who thinks that the 
colored people have not been ad 
vanced rapidly enough, and espe 
cially that the lUpnMfohs partJ 
has not been good enough to them, 
has other means of carrying out his 
theories besides appointment to 
office. Crum, of Charleston, and 
the woman who was Postmaster at 
Indianola, would no doubt feel 
honored if there should be a recep- 
tion at the White House in their 
honor. — Cincinnati Enquirer.

Senate Followed House in Pasting 
rebate Bill: anthracite is Vir 
tnally Placed on Free 
List. 

The bill reported from the Wajs 
and Means Committee on Tuesday, 
18th, to provide for a rebate of 
the duties 011 foreign coal for a 
period of one year, was passed in 
short order hy the House on the 
14th, by 258 to 5, those voting 
against it being Messrs OnehlBaS 
and Jones, of Washington ; Gaines, 
of West Virginia; Mendell, of 
Wyoming, and Patterson, of Penn- 
sylvania, all Republicans. 

The only opposition to the meas- 
ure came from some of the mem- 
bers representing ooa! States. 

Both Mr. Dalzell, of Pennsylva- 
nia, and Mr Payne-, of New York, 
the Republican leaders, expreseid 
the opinion that the bill would not 
relieve the existing distress. 

The Democrats took the view 
ihat it did not go far enough, say- 
ing that coal should go on the free 
list, Hnd when the bill came back 
from the Senate with a provision 
which virtually placed anthrac'te 
coal on the free list, they applaud- 
ed vigorously.

It can not create an obli 
galion and therefore can not de- 
stroy one. I admit that a married 
couple may sometimes wisely scp 
arate for good causes, but they 
still continue as man and wife. 
The sin comes when either marries 
again. There is one and only one 
seriptual cause for divorce. It 
is sometimes hard to confine the 
causes for divorce to this one 
ground, yet this is the only script- 
nral ground. A minister should 
never remarry a person that bai 
been divorced on any ground other 
than the scriptural. I have in 
miud now the case of a millionaire 
who, it is alleged, bribed a legisla- 
ture at a cost of $100,000 to pass a 
law that he might secure a divorce 
on the ground of insanity from his 
wife, whom he had promised to be 
faithful to untiL death and who 
was in no way responsible for her 
condition. Divorces not secured 
on seriptual grounds should not be 
recognized by the churches."
